The rejection of claims 1, 6, 10, 21 and 22 under 35 U.S.C. 103 has been withdrawn.

2. Claims 1, 6, 10 and 21-46 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant amended 
independent claims 1 and 6 to incorporate allowable subject matter as indicated in the final 
action mailed March 9, 2010.
